SS-19 ANTENNAS, REDUCTIONS 

SHCHUKIN RETURNED TO SUBJECT OF ANTENNAS ASSOCIATED 
WITH SS-19 LAUNCHERS AT D&P. RECALLING HE HAD MENTIONED 
ANTENNAS WERE NOT INTEGRAL TO SS-19 SYSTEM, BUT COULD 
SERVE AS INDICATORS FOR US, HE ADDED THAT DURING TESTING

GIC BALANCE, KEEPING IN MIND THE TWO COUNTRIES NEIGHBORS, 

BUT WERE MORE THAN TOKEN AND INDICATED THE GOOD INTENTIONS 
ON THEIR PART TO MOVE IN DIRECTION BOTH SIDES WERE INTER-
